Sheriff’s Office 
6 th Citizen 
Police Academy 

The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office will be host¬ 
ing its sixth Citizen Police 
Academy beginning on Jan¬ 
uary 7, 2015 and mnning 
through March 11, 2015. 
This class will meet once a 
week from 7-9 p.m. at the 
Bracken County Justice Cen¬ 
ter. Applications can be 
picked up at the Office and 
must be turned in no later 
than December 31, 2014 by 
12 p.m. 

The focus is on opera¬ 
tional procedures and poli¬ 
cies of the Sheriff’s Office 
and criminal justice system. 
Enrollment is limited to 15 
attendees to achieve a more 
personal experience for the 
participants. 

The curriculum will con¬ 
sist of ten sessions, conduct¬ 
ed once a week on Wednes¬ 
day evenings. A ride-along 
with an officer on shift will 
be scheduled separately (not 
mandatory to complete but 
recommended). Upon suc¬ 
cessful completion, a culmi¬ 
nation ceremony will be held 
on Wednesday, March 11, 
2015. Friends and family are 
welcome to attend.

Evening fire damages Augusta 
School playground equipment 


On Wednesday evening, December 17, 2014, neighbors noticed a fire at the Augusta 
Independent School. The actions of neighbors and quick response of local firemen and law 
enforcement kept the fire contained to playground equipment and away from the school 
buses and school building. Damages were estimated at between $10,000 and $30,000. By 
the weekend, authorities had a suspect in custody. The suspect, a teenage student at the 
school has reportedly admitted responsibility for the fire.

With the fire 
burning so close to the school 
and busses, I feel quite cer¬ 
tain that the Augusta Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department’s ac¬ 
tions saved the school from 
further damage. 

We are very fortunate as 
a city to be protected by so 
many selfless volunteers. We 
can never thank them enough 
for the risks they take and the 
sacrifices they make to pro¬ 
tect the town and the people 
who live in it. Hats off once 
again to our Augusta Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department. You 
are one of the many reasons, 
I am proud to call Augusta 
home. 

I would also like to take 
this opportunity to acknowl¬ 
edge the Augusta City Police, 
the Kentucky State Police, 
the KSP Arson investigator, 
Rick Saunders, and all the 
neighbors of Augusta Ind. 
School who are constantly 
on the lookout and helping us 
keep “our home” safe. And

Thoughts and Meditations 
from the Scriptures 


BREATHE 

Let everything that has breath praise the Lord! Praise 
the Lord! Psalm 150:6 

If s easy to take breathing for granted. We've been doing 
it our whole life and it seems fairly automatic. But, have 
you ever noticed how anxious you get when your breathing 
is compromised? Panic attacks are often triggered by the 
fear that one will mn out of air, in an enclosed space, for 
instance. And, it is with good reason that we are anxious 
about our breathing. Breathing is life itself; the breath of 
life is God's most elemental gift. And, while breathing is 
usually automatic, it need not be so. We can consciously 
slow down our breathing, which is beneficial when we 
are anxious. And we can use our breathing as an aid to 
prayer, breathing in and out in rhythm to our prayer. This 
is a very ancient method of "abiding in prayer." That is, we 
repeat a short phrase every time we breathe in and breathe 
out. Try this, using a short prayer or phrase such as "the 
Lord is my shepherd" while breathing in, and "I shall not 
want" while breathing out. (Then repeat a hundred times.) 
"Praise God" (breathing in) "from whom all blessings 
flow" (breathing out). Any short prayer or Bible verse will 
work. "Inspiration" literally means the drawing of air into 
the lungs, but metaphorically it means to be creatively 
stimulated. So breathe, and breathe well. - Christopher 
Simon

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 

State Rep. Mike Denham 
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As we celebrate Christ¬ 
mas this week, many of us 
will carry on traditions that 
have been in our families for 
generations. Their history, 
however, may not be as well 
known. 

The decorated Christ¬ 
mas tree, for example, is 
believed to date back a little 
more than 500 years, origi¬ 
nating in Northern Europe 
before becoming part of our 
country’s culture during the 
Revolutionary War. Christ¬ 
mas carols are more than five 
centuries old as well, and St. 
Nicholas was one of the first 
people Christopher Colum¬ 
bus honored when he made 
his way to North America in 
1492. 

While Dec. 25th has 
long been the date on which 
Christmas is celebrated, 
it wasn’t always that way. 
Many waited until January 
6th, in recognition of the re¬ 
ligious feast of the Magi, the 
wise men who traveled to 
Bethlehem. Eventually, this 
became "Old Christmas.” 

Guns and ammunition 
were among the more popu¬ 
lar gifts during those early 
holidays here in Kentucky, 
which is why Christmas was 
almost always the single-big¬ 
gest day of hunting during 
the year. 

If you’re among those 
still searching for gift ideas, 
one possible solution is to 
buy something produced lo¬ 
cally. Governor Beshear, in 
fact, has proclaimed Decem¬ 
ber to be "Give a Gift Made 
in Kentucky Month,” which 
is highlighting the artists and 
businesses across the com¬ 
monwealth that offer some¬ 
thing rare if not unique. 

Several agencies within 
the Kentucky Tourism, Arts 


and Heritage Cabinet pro¬ 
mote these artists through 
their gift shops. Those can 
be found at such places as 
our state resort parks, but our 
local business community is 
a strong supporter as well. 
I encourage you to visit our 
local shops in Washington, 
Maysville, Ewing, German¬ 
town, Brooksville, Augusta, 
Mt. Olivet and in our rural 
areas. 

Kentucky is blessed to 
have a sizable number of 
people contributing to our 
cultural heritage. According 
to a report early this month 
from the Kentucky Arts 
Council, the creative-arts 
industry is responsible for 
about 60,000 jobs, and their 
combined earnings last year 
approached $2 billion. 

If you are a fan of the 
timeless Christmas clas¬ 
sic movies, the Frazier His¬ 
tory Museum in Louisville 
is featuring costumes and 
memorabilia from "White 
Christmas.” These items are 
on loan from our own Rose¬ 
mary Clooney House in Au¬ 
gusta, and will be on display 
through January 11th. 

It goes without say¬ 
ing that the holidays, from 
Thanksgiving through the 
new year, are a special time.

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The Gift of Family ... 

An Adoption Story 


Typically, when we think 
warmly of holidays past and 
look forward to this year’s 
festive celebrations to come, it 
is impossible to do so without 
thinking of family. Christmas 
and family are often insepa¬ 
rable. Yet for many children 
and couples there is a void in 
their lives that cannot be filled 
by traditional gifts found un¬ 
der the tree, they long for the 
gift of family. 

You might not think of 
Mike and Peggy Fury as your 
typical adoptive parents. They 
are old enough to boast four 
grandchildren as well as two 
honorary grandchildren. Mike 
recently retired and both are 
at an age that they could just 
kick back, relax, and take it 
easy. Instead, five years ago 
Mike and Peggy attended 
training classes at the DCCH 
Center for Children and Fami¬ 
lies to become foster to adopt 
parents. And that’s when their 
adoption journey began. 

One night, soon after be¬ 
ing approved as a foster to 
adopt family Mike and Peggy 
prayed that God would send 
them the exact child they 
were meant to parent. They 
were questioning God’s plan 
for them, struggling with the 
waiting process to identify the 
right child for their family. The 
very next day Peggy received 
a phone call from DCCH that 
would change their lives. A 
six year old girl was in need 
of a foster home - that night. 
Could the Fury’s take her into 
their home? Mike and Peggy 
felt deeply that God was an¬ 
swering their prayers. With 
little time and a leap of faith, 
Mike and Peggy welcomed 
Destine. Not just into their 
home, but into their lives and 
hearts, that very night. Des¬ 
tine describes feeling scared 
that evening when she ar¬ 
rived. It was her fourth home 
in just six months. Peggy and 
Mike were also nervous. They 
knew Destine had to be feel¬ 
ing anxious so they searched 
for common ground with 
this little girl and found it by 
singing church songs on the 
front porch, songs that they 
all knew. This was the start of 
something special. 

It is hard to say who 
learned more and benefitted 
most out of Destine’s arrival in 
the Fury home. To hear Peggy 
and Mike tell it, “we are so 
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blessed.” DCCH Case Man¬ 
ager Kathy Wise says what 
the Fury’s did for Destine was 
a miracle. They have been a 
constant support and passion¬ 
ate advocate for Destine, and 
spare no expense or time to 
see that she was given all op¬ 
portunities to blossom into a 
beautiful and capable young 
lady. They love her and al¬ 
ways look for the good. They 
quickly ascertained Destine’s 
strengths and saw what a great 
athlete Destine had the poten¬ 
tial to be. As a family, they 
signed up for a 5k walk and it 
was obvious that Destine was 
a natural runner. Eventually 
Destine also became involved 
in basketball and softball and 
learned how to swim. Mike 
has taught Destine how to 
dribble with both hands and 
hit a softball. Mike and Des¬ 
tine together, love to watch 
their favorite UK basketball 
team. The family frequently 
participates in community 
runs together where Destine 
leaves Mike and Peggy in the 
dust! 

Destine remained a foster 
child longer than most chil¬ 
dren. Sometimes the waiting 
was hard and often Destine 
would ask the Fury’s when 
they could adopt her. Mike 
and Peggy explained how 
much that they wanted to 
adopt Destine and that they 
would do so as soon as they 
were legally permitted. In the 
meantime, the family grew 
stronger and Mike and Peggy 
continued to celebrate Des¬ 
tine’s strengths and advocate 
for her needs. Each year on the 
anniversary of Destine’s ar¬ 
rival in their home the family 
celebrated with an ice cream 
treat. In the spring of 2013 the 
Fury’s received the news that 
Destine was legally available 
for adoption and that they had 
been approved to be her adop¬ 
tive parents. They immediate¬ 
ly moved forward and finally, 
on December 12, 2013 at the 
age of 11, Destine officially 
became Destine Fury. 

But that is not the end of 
their story, for not only did 
Mike and Peggy adopt Des¬ 
tine, they also have adopted 
DCCH. The family was inte¬ 
gral in helping to start DCCH’s 
God’s Healing Garden and 
Peggy Fury participates in the 
agency’s Recruitment Com¬ 
mittee. DCCH is extremely 
grateful to the Fury family for 
their continued efforts to pro¬ 
mote the need for new foster 
and adoptive parents within 
our community.

Problem drinking 
affects the holidays 

Mary Ellen preferred to 
launch the holiday season 
with her husband and beagle 
around a cozy fire. Lights 
from the fireplace and Christ¬ 
mas tree made her living room 
sparkle. The scene matched 
an image Mary Ellen had of 
her house in a painting. Ev¬ 
erything was perfect, until her 
husband started drinking. 

Today, Mary Ellen is an 
anonymous member of Al- 
Anon Family Groups. She 
shares her first name and story 
to help people who are experi¬ 
encing the impacts of a loved 
one’s drinking this year. 

Mary Ellen recalls the 
way the holiday season af¬ 
fected her long ago. All of her 
cozy feelings dissolved until 
she felt isolated and aban¬ 
doned. Her husband’s drink¬ 
ing created a vast distance be¬ 
tween them. Eventually, Mary 
Ellen was completely alone. 

“When I found Al-Anon 
Family Groups, I started to 
come back to life,” Mary El¬ 
len said. “People in Al-Anon 
understand because they have 
lived through similar situa¬ 
tions. Our experiences might 
be different, but our feelings 
are the same. I don’t know 
where I would be today, espe¬ 
cially during the holidays, if I 
hadn’t found Al-Anon.” 

Mary Ellen has managed 
to draw insights and even 
humor from her experiences 
with other people’s problem 
drinking. “Even the Christ¬ 
mas tree in our living room 
died prematurely,” Mary El¬ 
len said, “because our dog 
kept drinking all of the water 
out of the tree stand.” 

In Al-Anon, Mary El¬ 
len came to understand her¬ 
self better, realizing how her 
parents’ drinking problems

ety by conducting undercov¬ 
er investigations throughout 
the county resulting in sev¬ 
eral individuals being arrest¬ 
ed for trafficking controlled 
substances during two two 
county wide drug raids. 

Deputy Scott has been 
involved in teaching with 
Sheriff Niemeier in the Citi¬ 
zens Police Academy class¬ 
es that are run twice a year 
with the sixth class to begin 
in January.

Record keeping may not 
be every farmer’s favorite 
activity, and probably not the 
reason you got into farming 
as a career. With time, pa¬ 
tience and a commitment to 
get it done, it can make your 
financial life a lot less wor¬ 
risome. 

Record keeping doesn’t 
have to be stressful. It’s a way 
to discover things about your 
farm that will help you make 
better long-term decisions. 
You can use a ledger book or 
a computer—whatever helps 
you maintain consistency. 
Software programs can make 
your data more meaningful. 

Software has become 
more user-friendly over time, 
and while it may not make

the record keeping process 
fun, it could help you see the 
overall picture of your opera¬ 
tion. Some programs track 
purchases of inputs and how 
you use the input on a partic¬ 
ular enterprise or field. You’ll 
be able to keep track of repair 
and maintenance records for 
specific farm equipment and 
produce balance sheets, in¬ 
come statements and cash 
flow budgets. 

For many livestock op¬ 
erations, a good time to start 
keeping records is when the 
veterinarian comes to check 
the herd. Vets usually charge 
per head, so that data can 
help you develop a list of 
animals that need attention. 
You can use the same data 
to develop health histories 
of your animals, which will 
lead to more informed exams 
and diagnosis in the future. 

Make record keeping a 
team effort for your family. 
Sit down and work on the 
records and budget together. 
Perhaps one person can read 
the information while an¬ 
other person types it into the 
software program or writes 
it in the ledger book. Also, 
if you do a little bit each day 
and don’t save it all up for 
the end of the year, you won’t 
become overwhelmed. 

If you’ve done the work 
throughout the year, year- 
end procedures can feel more 
satisfying. You can generate 
year-end reports with a few 
simple clicks and not have 
to sort through stacks of bills 
lying around the home or of¬ 
fice. 

The University of Ken¬ 
tucky College of Agriculture, 
Food and Environment’s 
Department of Agricultur¬ 
al Economics has several 
tools online that could help 
with budgeting and decision 
making.
